The Vanderbilt family are providing them 


selves with sumptuous new residences. The 
plans, which were (filed in the department of 
jbnildinga to-day, set forth that Cornelius 
(Vanderbilt will construct one house which 
will cost him $750,000; William K. Vander- 
bilt one the expense of which will be 
000, and William H. Vanderbiit, two to- 
gether, which will aggregate $700,000— in 
ill, $1,650,000. The most costly one, that 
5f Cornelius Vanderbilt, will be Nos. 74:2 
tod 744 Fifth avenne. It will front 125 feet 
?n Fifty-seventh street, where the main en- 
arance will be, and will haVe a depth of 100 
:eet. From its foundations it will have a 
leight of 109 feet. The main building will 
>e four stories. The marble front will be in 
;he Elizabethian style, richly ornamented 
•ffith carvings. Viewed on the Fifty- seventh 
litieet side the edifice might be supposed, 
::rom the drawings, to be an art gallery, or a 
club hofnse, or a church, according as one 
looked at different parts of it; but taken 
!ia a whole it will be imposing, perhaps beau- 
tiful, and certainly one of the most note- 
worthy private dwellings in New York. 
William H. Vanderbilt's residence will be on 
he corner of Fifty-second street and Fifth 
.ivenue. It will be much less pretentious 
ban the residence of his brother. William 


\ I. Vanderbilt proposes to construct^ two 
raildings together— one a very large single 
louse, which will cost $400,000, and the 


i )ther a double house, of exceedingly in-

Population of Africa. 


We cannot hope lor many yeari yet 


to have anything like accurate statistics 
on the population of Africa. Several 
regions, the population of which is cer- 
tainly great, wiil probably long escape 
anything like a thorough examination. 
There are, for example, in the rejfions 
of the great lakes, countries qui;e as 
thickly populated as many of the states 
of Europe. Stanley tells us of coun- 
tries of relatively small extent, and 
which yet possess millions of inhabi- 
tants. When we shall have succeeded 
in making an approximate census cf all 
the populations, we shall probablv ickch 
a figure considerably higher thai the 
present estimate. Some authorities ac- 
cord to Africa not more than 100,300,- 
000 of inhabitants^ others still (less. 
German geographers 
suppose 


Africa contains somewhat more hau 
200,OOQ/vO of inhabitants; the litest 


I English publications estimate the pop- 
inlation at 186,000,000,which, for an area 
'of 11,500,000 square miles, gives an uver- 
age of sixteen inhabitants per square 
mile, or a specific population elever and 
one-half times less than that of France. 
Africa, which has fifty-seven times the 
area of France, has probably scarcely 
more than eight time the popula ion. 
The suppression of the slave trade, and 
the influence of European civiliza ion, 
may lead to an increase of population 
very rapid and very great. It should 
be observed that the approximative fig- 
ure of the specific population, app lied 
to the whole of the African contirent, 
will not give a just idea of the compact 
character of the populations of the in- 
terior. According to Behna, the n sgro 
regions are by far the most populous 
parts of the continent. If the potmla 
tions are sparse in the desert pirts, 
they are very dense in other regions. 
Thus, in the Soudan the population is 
estimated at 80,000,000, or about 53 per 
square mile; the town of Bida, on the 
Niger, has a population of 80,000 in- 
habitants. 
The population of East 


Africa is estimated at about 30,000,000, 
and that of Equatorial Africa at 40,000,- 
000. 
One of the latest authorities di- 


vides the population of Africa as fol- 
lows among the great families into 
which ethnologists have divided the 
people ;Negioes, 130,000,000; Hamites. 
20,000,000; Bantas, 13,000/000; Fulahs 
8,000,000; Nubians, 1,500,000; Hotten- 
tots, 5Q,000. This would give a total 
population cf 172,550,000. These fig- 
ures are, 0f course, only approximate,- 
and may be much modified by new and 
rjftore precise information. The Ban- 
tus, for example, who, according to F. 
M- Muller, form at least one-quarter of 
the population of Africa, might be found 
to number 50,000,000. These data we 
take from a faper by M. A. Eabaud, in 
the Bulletin of the Marseilles Geo- 
graphical Society.

Frankfort-on-the-Main,' now contain- 


ing a population of about 100,000, is re- 
puted to be the richest city of its size 
in the whole world. If its wealth were 
equally divided among its inhabitants 
every man, woman and child would 
t^n'n" ^-^^ 2°'°00 marks> «* SOme 
to,000 apiece. There are as may be 
supposed a good many very poor people 
in the town; but the citizens are, as a 
whole, in unusually comfortable cir- 
cumstances, more *o probably than the 
citizens of any other capital i* Gei- 
many or Europe. It is asserted that 
there are 100 FrsAiforters worth frbm 
54,000,000 to $5,000,000 each, and 250 
who are worth $3,000,000 and upward. 
The city is one. of the great banking 
centers of the globe. Its aggregate 
S?^ng caPltal is estimated at $200 - 
000,000, more than one-fourth of which 
the famous Rothschilds, whose original 
and parent house is there, own and 
control. The annual transactions in 
bills of exchange are in excess M $100 - 
000,000. Its general trade and manu- 
facturing industries have greatly in 
creased since the formation of t#e Ger 
man empire, to which Frankfort was 
originally averse, being a free city and 
an opponent of Prussia until coerced in 
July, 1866, by Gen. Von Falkenstein 
who entered it at the head of an army 
and imposed a fine of 31,000,000 florins 
for its insubordination. Frankfort ig 
such a place for conventions and assem- 
blies of all sorts that it is very apt to be 
full of strangers, and is consequently 
very expensive and by no means satis- 
factory to tarry in.

It is said that American children are 


spoiled by over-indulgence, and are con- 
sequently ill-rbehaved and bad-man- 
nered, but Japanese children, who aie 
treated with extraordinary deference, 
and made a vast deal of, are reputed to 
be the quietest and pleasantest. Trav- 
elers in Japan say that nothing is de- 
nied there to a child; his or her ques- 
tion receives a ready answer from the 
most silent, and liis request is granted 
by the mostv churlish. 
All persons, in 


every grade of life, show little folksuni- 
iorm courtesy and gentleness, and whv : 
these do nbt take advantage of this 
over-regard and tenderness,' as they do 
m the United States, is beyond ex- 
planation, unless we admit that there 
is a marked difference in the race. 
The Japanese motherf however, is far 
from being so happy as her American 
sister. She is so wholly subordinated 
to the child as to be injured and de- 
graded. The father often beats her te- 
cause the child has fallen down or met 
with an accident. She has only two 
iunctions in his eyes—to bear children 
and enslave herself for them after their 
birth. The effect of such superabund- 
ant care and devotion is bad, too, upon 
the child, who grows up without selfr 
understanding or self-reliance. Cer- 
tainly, this is not true of our offspring, 
and it is curious to observe what a re- 
markable difference is developed in the 
East and West by well nigh the same 
treatment.
